COLLEGE GRID 1 
PLAN OFFERED 
BY PRESIDENTS 


Washington, Jan. 8 (JC) - College 
sports as they now are conducted 
would be completely changed under 
a far-reaching plan profiled by IO 
college presidents studying intercol­ 
legiate athletics. 
The presidents came up with a 
code that would rule out spring 
football practice, forbid post-season 
games and wipe out athletic scholar­ 
ships. 
As expected, it quickly drew criti­ 
cism. President Hugh C. W illett of 
the National Collegiate Athletic As­ 
sociation 
«NCAA), in Cincinnati, 
described the proposal as "a little 
prem ature.” Comment flowed else­ 
where. 
No More Scholarships 
The presidents, members of a spe­ 
cial committee set up by the Amer­ 
ican Council on Education, disclosed 
their plan at a news conference yes­ 
terday It recommended that: 
1. Athletic scholarships should be 
forbidden. AU scholarships should be 
given strictly on the basis of a stu­ 
dent's educational ability and his 
economic needs 
2. Each sport should be played and 
practiced only in its season. Under 
their plan, football would be prac­ 
ticed and played only from Septem ­ 
ber I until the first Saturday in De­ 
cember. 
Basketball 
practice 
and 
games could not begin until Decem­ 
ber I and would end by March 15. 
Baseball practice and games would 
be confined to the period between 
March I and spring graduation*. 
No Post-Season Games 
3 All post-season games would be 
forbidden. 
Iii-sea o n 
tournam ents 
would be limited to those sponsored 
by the schools themselves arui laid 
on their own campuses. 
4. A scholarship, to be given pri­ 
marily on the basis of educational 
ability, would be limited to actual 
expenses while at school—tuition, 
books, board and room, 
5. Any school which got out-of- 
bounds athletically would have to 
answer to its accrediting associa­ 
tion. A flagrant violation would en­ 
danger the school s academic stand­ 
ing.
